Boise Idaho, July 1.—The confiden- 


tial reports on the miners' strike in 
Colorado in 1903-4 which were taken 
from the Pinkerton Detective Agency 
at Denver by Morris Friedman were 
read today' to the jury that is trying 
William D. Haywood on the charge 
that he murdered Frank Steunenberg. 
Friedman was recalled to • the stand 
when the trial was resumed and at 
once identified several more oi the 
documents. 


The prosecution, interposed no ob- 


jection to any of the documents and 
Attorney Darrow at once began read- 
ing them to the jury. 


Friedman identified letters written 


by Detective McParland, but the de- 
fense did not offer them in evidtnce 
and declined to even permit counsel 
for the state to see them. 


The first of the detective's reports 


showed that • an operative named A. 
W. Gratias handled the federation's 
relief funds at Globeville during the 
strike, and that Gratias cut down the 
relief in order to create sentiment 
against Haywood. 
The succeeding 


reports dealt with the federation con- 
vention in Denver in May and June, 
1904, the actions and sentiments o£ 
the miners-and the proceedings of the 
district convention. - of 
the United 


Mine Workers of America, of Colora- 
do, in 1903.

Telegraph Companies Meet Situation in Hew York is 


Situation in Frisco With 
Decidedly Grave—New 


Own Forces. 
Drivers Work. 


.San Francisco, July 1.—The first in- 


stallment of strike-breakers to take 
the places of the telegraph operators 
now on strike in. this city reached Ban 


• Francisco yesterday and were put to 
work in the main offices of the Postal 
and Western Union today. The opera- 
tors are regular employes of the tele- 
graph companies and have been drawn 
from the offices in eastern cities to 
fill the vacancies here.until the com 
panies can engage new men. 


The Santa Fe and-Southern Pacific 


and overland trains brought a number 
of non-union operators from Chicago, 
Cincinnati, Omaha, Des Moines, Kan- 
sas City and other places and more are 
expected to arrive within two or three 
days. Five operators of the Postal 


- company arrived yesterday 
and re- 


ported at the office in tne Ferry build- 
ing. The men stated that they had 
been r^nt here • for temporary work 
and would retarn to their regular 
posts cs soon as operators could be 
engaged for the local offices. 


Big Bonuses for Non-Unlon Men. 
The non-union operators are being 


paid large bonuses for their work. The 
newcomers displayed an anxiety to 
avoid meeting the officers of the Teleg- 
raphers' union, declaring t'.at they did 
not 
wish to be recognized. 
Among 


the imported men were several chief 
operators from eastern cities. 


At the temporary main office of the 


Postal in the Ferry building seventeen 
were at work yesterday, as against 
ths regular force of forty men. Gen- 
eral Superintendent, L. W. Storer, of 
the Postal, and Superintendent Miller, 
of the Westsm Union, expressed them- 
selves as satisfied with the situation. 
Superintendent Miller stated that so 
far as the Western Union was con- 
cerned, the strike was ended. At the 
headquarters of the telegraphers, con- 
fidence waa expressed that the men 
would win eventually. 


TROUBLE AT RENO, NEV. 


Reno, Nev., July 1.—As a result of 


the action of Superintendent A. H. 
May in dismissing two operators in 
the Reno Western TTnion office last

epidemic grows daily greater. 


Mayor McClellan believes the strike 


will be broken to day when he hopes 
many of the old drivers will return 
to work. 


Conditions on the east side are fast 


becoming intolerable. Great heaps of 
decaying garbage and filth fill the 
streets, making the passage of cars 
and trucks difficult. Odors from these 
piles of refuse are wafted through the 
air into ihe densely crowded tene- 
ments, and escape 
from the 
fetid 


gases is impossible. 


Fortunately cool weather and rain 


have relieved a situation which vouid 
otherwise be unbearable. Th, board 
of health is spraying these decaying 
piles with, disinfectants to prevent tho 
development of disease. Dr. Darling- 
ton, the health commissioner, hop^s to 
keep the situation well in hand. 


Deputy Commissioner Edwards of 


the street cleaning department con- 
tracted with a Philadelphia firm for 
three hundred men to take the places 
of the strikers. These men were ex- 
pected yesterday but so far-have fail- 
ed to put in an appearance. The au- 
thorities say that few men apply for 
the positions of the strikers. 


The health department 
officials 


having charge of the clearing of the 


arbage from the streets went about 
:he work in a systematic fashion. 
The new drivers were sent out In com- 
pact squads, well guarded by police, 
learing up the refuse from block 
after block consecutively. 
In this 


way, 
the danger of attacks on individ- 


ual drivers was lessened. 


Disorder in Ice Strike. 


Police reserves were called to quell 


several street 
disorders early today 


when the American Ice company made 
an effort to break the strike of the 
delivery wagon drivers. The company 
lired several score of strike-breakers 
and issued an ultimatum that if the 
strikers did not return to work today 
the new men would be put in their 
places. When two wagons, driven by 
strike-breakers, drove from the com- 
pany's pier on the East river early to- 
day a crowd of men set 
upon the 


drivers, using clubs and bricks. The 
tolice charged the crowd, which final- 
y fell back. 
Two policemen were 


hen assigned to each wagon. More 
trouble occurred on Avenue C, when 
a score of men set upon a driver, but 
were beaten off by the police.

hundred and fifty police reserves have 
been detailed to prevent disorder aris- 
ing at the company's pier, where the 
ice is discharged from the boats.

beyond Bangor.

FACTS ABOUT AMBER. 


Santo Domingo is one of the few 


places in the world where amber oc- 
ctirs in any quantity. The bulk of the 
supply comes from the 
vicinity of 


Konigsberg, on tr.e Baltic seacoast. 
There it occurs in the lower oligocene, 
and appears to have deposited orig- 
inally in glauconitic beds of clay .which 
was afterward eroded by wave action 
and the 
amber 
distributed, though 


much of it is taken from beds in which 
it was originally deposited. Amber is 
simply fossilized resin, derived appar- 
ently "from certain coniferous, trees. 
The conditions under which it occurs 
in Santo Domingo do not appear to 
differ substantially from 
the 
Baltic 


coast. It is found near Santiago City, 
associated 
with lignite, 
sandstones 


and conglomerates. These beds proba- 
bly belong to the oligocene formation 
and are found containing amber at a 
number of places on the north coast, 
as well as on both flanks of the Monte 
Cristi range. It also frequently occurs 
in the streams flowing through these 
beds. The amber is usually in ovate 
lumps, from the 
size of a pea to a 


man's fist, m'ton flattened, dulj on ti'.e 
exterior, being covered with a kind of 
brownisii crust,
